to give effect to the International Convention on the 

Suppression and Punishment of the Crime of 
Apartheid . 


Whereas an International Convention on the Sup 
pression and Punishment of the Crime of Apartheid 
was adopted by the General Assembly of the United 
Nations on the Thirtieth day of November , 1973 ; 

And Whereas India , having acceded to the said 
Convention , should make provisions for giving effect 
to it ; 


4. Offences by companies , organisations or insti. 
tutions . — Where an offence under this Act has been 
committed by a company or an organisation or an 
institution , every person who , at the time the offence 
was committed , was in charge of , and was respon 
sible to , the company, organisation or institution , 
as the case may be , for the conduct of its business 
or affairs, shall be deemed to be guilty of the offence 
and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punish 
ed accordingly : 

Provided that nothing contained in this section 
shall render any such person liable to any punish 
ment provided in this Act if he proves that the 
offence was committed without his knowledge or 
that he exercised all due deligence to prevent the 
commission of such offence . 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty -second 
Year of the Republic of India as follows : — 


1. Short title and extent . - ( 1) This Act may be 
called the Anti-Apartheid (United Nations Con 
vention ) Act , 1981 . 


Explanation . --- For the purposes of this section , 
" company" means any body corporate and includes 
a firm or other association of individuals . 


( 2 ) It extends to the whole of India . 


2. Application of the International Convention on 
the Suppression and Punishment of the Crime of 
Apartheid . — ( 1) Notwithstanding anything to the

5. Place of trial. — Any person committing an 
offence under section 3 may be tried for the offence 
in any place in which he may be found or in such 
other place as the Central Government may, by gene 
ral or special order , published in the Official Gazette , 
direct in this behalf .

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6. Previous sanction of the Central Government 
for arrest or prosecution . — No person shall be arres 
ted or prosecuted in respect of any offence under 
section 3 except with the previous sanction of the 
Central Government or such officer or authority as 
may be authorised by that Government by order in 
writing in this behalf. 

7. Provisions as to Extradition Act . 
For the purposes of the Extradition Act, 
1962 , the offence under section 3 shall 34 of 1962.

International criminal responsibility shall apply , 
irrespective of the motive involved , to individuals , 
members of organizations and institutions and repre 
sentatives of the State , whether residing in the 
territory of the State in which the acts are perpe 
trated or in some other State , whenever they : 


For the purpose of the present Convention , the 
term " the crime of apartheid ” , which shall include 
similar policies and practices of racial segregation 
and discrimination as practised in southern Africa , 
shall apply to the following inhuman acts committed 
for the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
domination by one racial group of persons over any 
other racial group of persons and systematically 
oppressing them : 

(a ) Denial to a member or members of a racial. 
group or groups of the right to life and liberty 
of person : 

(i) By murder of members of a racial group 
or groups ; 


( a ) Commit , participate in , directly incite or 
conspire in the commission of the acts mentioned 
in article II of the present Convention ;

(b ) Directly abet, encourage or co -operate in 
the commission of the crime of apartheid . 
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
